YEAR ago there were 12,000. Today there are 
more than 15,000. More than 15,000 Southern 
Pacific men and women—enough for a full Army 
division—serving in the armed forces. Men and 
women who worked side by side with us here in the 
yards, shops, offices, on the right-of-way and on trains. 

Now they’re scattered all over the world. 

Our SP men are in the South Pacific, stalking the 
enemy through sweltering jungles; they’re fighting 
on Italian battlefronts, facing an inferno of gun- 
fire; they’re oy the high seas, sinking Axis ships and 
submarines; they’re flying bombers over Berlin; 
they’re manning supply bases in Iceland; they’re with 
Railway Battalions near the Burma front; their rail- 
road skill is keeping vital supplies rolling through 
Iran; and their courage and capability are adding 
to the glorious chapter of Army railroading that be- 
gan in the North African campaign. They’re in the 
Aleutians, Greenland, Africa, Australia, China... . 
Others are in camps and bases throughout the United 
States. 

Deaths of 56 Southern Pacific men already have 
been officially reported. Twenty-one more are miss- 
ing in action. Others lie sick and wounded in hos- 
pitals. Many have been decorated for bravery. 


Our women, too, are wearing the colors of the 
Army, the Navy, the Marine Corps and the Coast 
Guard, replacing men needed for duty elsewhere. 

Wherever they are, whatever they are doing, we 
are deeply proud of our valiant fellow workers. 

So, we again set aside a special day to pay tribute 
to them; to pledge anew our full support of them in 
every possible manner; to show them we know what 
sacrifices they are making in our behalf. 


June 14 has been designated as the day—another 
“Southern Pacific War Service Day.” On that day, 
some 90,000 SP employes will wear a lapel emblem 
(xeproduced on page 27), symbolizing the honor they 
pay their fellow employes in the armed services. 
Groups will gather at many places along the rail- 
road to participaie in fitting ceremonies. 

But attending ceremonies and wearing lapel em- 
blems will not, of themselves, constitute a true and 
complete observance of “War Service Day.” There 
also must be a sustained effort on the part of each of 
us; an effort that will produce tangible results. How 
this effort should be directed is outlined in President 
A. T. Mercier’s “War Service Day” proclamation, re- 
produced on this page and on posters now being dis- 
played everywhere on the railroad. 

Of this four-point program, the first suggestion 
offers the greatest opportunity for results that will

be immediate—and lasting. Through timely circum- 
stance, “War Service Day” comes two days after the 
opening of the Fifth War Loan drive. In announcing 
the drive, the United States Treasury Department has 
urged us, the men and women of Southern Pacific, 
to increase our purchases of War Bonds through the 
payroll savings plan. We have been assured that sub- 
scriptions thus made will help toward our quota. 


At present our percentage of participation in the 
payroll savings plan is not good. Barely 55 per cent 
of Pacific Lines employes are buying War Bonds 
through this easy, systematic method. For this reason, 
we are asked to make “War Service Day” War Bond 
Day by signing a payroll authorization or, if we 
already have done so, to increase our present sub- 
scription, 

Let’s not put off any longer this splendid opportu- 
nity to help our fighters, our country, our family and 
ourselves; let’s stop finding excuses for not signing up. 
Let’s do this up right—right now. 

If we do, and if we continue to fulfill all of the 
promises of “War Service Day,” then our “Fighting 
15,000” will know we speak from our hearts when 
we say to them: “We're behind you—to the limit!”

75 YEARS OF PROGRESS 


Inauguration of Service on Overland, Sunset and Shasta Routes Saw: Ultimate 
Framework of Southern Pacific’s Present-Day System Take Shape'by End of 1887 


This is the second of three articles 
which trace the development of Southern 

Pacific and its affiliated companies, dat- 
ing back to the pioneer Central Pacific. 
First installment was published-in the 
“Bulletin” last ‘month. It told of the 
building of the first transcontinental rail- 
‘road eastward from Sacramento and the 
driving ofthe last spike at Promontory 
on'May 10, 1869.

Lathrop. Nothing but the most optimistic 
hopes could have prompted the Big Four 
tobuild into the’San Joaquin’ Valley. 
The great broad region now so .produc- 
tive and populous was then-nearly unoc- 
cupied, When looking over the proposed 
route, Stanford and Hopkins and their 
engineers traveled over the upper section. 
of the valley on horseback and camped 
out. For miles and miles they rode with- 
‘out seeing any sign of habitation, except 
an occasional .sheep -herder’s shack. 
Many of the valley’s large cities of today 
—Fresno, Merced, Modesto and others— 
were just “railroad towns” in.the ‘70s, 
founded :by the railread’s builders. Traf- 
fic was inaugurated to Modesto on No- 
vember 8, 1870; to Merced, January 25, 
1872; to Fresno, May 28, 1872; and to 
Sumner (now East Bakersfield) on No- 
vember 8, 1874. 


For more than two hundred miles the 
builders had casy construction through 
the valley, but south of Bakersfield the 
Tehachapi mountains towered ahead: of 
them. Here the engineers faced the prob- 
Jem of raising the railroad 2734 feet from 
the-valley at Caliente to scale the moun- 
tain pass at an elevation of 4025 feet in
